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REPORT FROM THE HANCOCK TOWN ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Advisory Committee was called to meet by Richard M. Haskins, Town Moderator, in 
January of 2008. At that time we received the scheduled goals of the Select Board with 
respect to budget submission, review and approval. 


Starting in January, the Committee began reviewing the proposed expenses of the town 
departments as submitted by the department heads. Subsequently, we met with those 
departments which had significant expenses or changes from previous years. All budgets 
were reviewed with the underlying considerations of the necessity of the expense, and the 
possibility of incurring it this year, or delaying it to some future date. It should be 
mentioned that this town continues to be served by dedicated, conscientious individuals, 
whose primary interest is the welfare of the Town. The department heads’ willingness to 
meet with the Committee and review their operations was gratifying and constructive. 


On January 10th, the Committee met with the Select Board and presented their 
recommendations. It was not surprising that the Board had reached many of the same 
conclusions. The Advisory Committee supports the proposed Budget submitted for 
consideration at the 2008 Annual Town Meeting. 


The Committee is concerned with the Town’s increasing debt service. In the coming year 
we will be reviewing the Town’s long range capital purchase plan and current debt 
obligations. After this review, we will make recommendations to the Selectboard that target 
ways to address capital projects and level out the debt service.

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REPORT OF THE SELECT BOARD 


This has been another extremely busy year for the Board. First, we welcomed Carolyn Boland as 
the third member of the Select Board, and she has been a tremendous help in making some 
critical decisions. 


Three new committees have been formed in response to numerous requests. These include an 
Energy Committee called HEAT, facilitated by Phil Jones, which is evaluating the energy uses of 
the town and will be offering ideas for reducing energy consumption. (In fact, with the help of 
Kurt Grassett, an initial step toward energy conservation has been made by replacing all lighting 
in town buildings with new, more energy efficient bulbs). The combined Norway Pond 
Committee, chaired by Jeff Wilder, will coordinate the work of the Conservation, Recreation, 

and Village Planning committees in making sorely needed beach and pond improvements. The 
Cable Committee, chaired by Roger Strawbridge, will be overseeing our relationship and 
contract with Comcast. 


We also organized and hosted the first all-Committees and Boards Meeting on October, ms 
where more than 30 local volunteers came together to share with one another their 
responsibilities and current agendas and to discuss ways they may mutually cooperate. We intend 
to make this an annual event. 


We continued to develop Emergency Management Planning with the help of Linda Coughlan 
and Don Briggs who worked with Monadnock Community Hospital and regional planners from 
SWRPC and the LGC on this important project. 


The Board and Town Employees spent considerable time reviewing, evaluating, and 
renegotiating the Employee Medical Benefits package. The Local Government Center (LGC) in 
Concord provided important help in allowing us to understand the many variables involved in 
this complex issue. As a group, we decided on a medical benefits package that will save the town 
a considerable sum of money in the coming years. We would like to thank all the Town 
Employees for their cooperation and understanding in this matter and we will continue to work 
together to keep these costs as reasonable as possible. 


In addition, we also negotiated an updated in-lieu-of-taxes agreement with Boston University 
that greatly increases the dollar amount they will contribute. We also worked with the pre-school 
to come up with a revised rent structure. Also, after many harmonious discussions and meetings, 
we concluded a new agreement with the Church regarding expenses and responsibilities. 


A great deal of time and energy was spent on the Prospect Hill Land Conservation Purchase. Due 
to the seriousness of this matter, a Special Town Meeting took place in May 2007. A large crowd 
of over 340 citizens was on hand at the Church to discuss the pros and cons of the plan. The final 
vote in favor of making the purchase of this important 193-acre parcel was extremely close, 
passing by 18 votes. The decision allowed the town to use up to $375,000 of town funds along 
with privately donated contributions. The N.H. Fish and Game Department also contributed a 
significant amount by purchasing a conservation easement on the land. We would like to once 
again thank the Conservation Commission for the tremendous effort that they made in this 
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endeavor. Unfortunately, a lawsuit was initiated that was eventually found to be baseless by the 
Superior Court and dismissed. This decision was appealed and the year ended with the town 
preparing to go back to court once again. 


Finally we would like to thank the Town Office staff of Barbara Caverly, Linda Coughlan and 
Beth Grosjean for their ongoing support, sound advice, appropriate wrist slapping, and 
consistently upbeat, friendly, and positive approach they take on a daily basis. We are very 
fortunate to have such fine people working for the Town of Hancock.

ARTICLE 1: Town officers were elected by ballot on March 13th, 2007. Moderator Haskins 
read the results of the March 3m 2007 election. 


ARTICLE 2: Voted at Town Election to adopt a proposal of the Planning Board to amend the 
Hancock Zoning Ordinance to amend the flood plain ordinance as necessary to comply with the 
requirements of the National Flood Insurance Program. The vote was Yes: 288, No: 18. 


ARTICLE 3: Voted by a ballot to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and appropriate up to 
two hundred six thousand dollars ($206,000.00) for the purchase of a new road grader and to 
authorize the issuance of not more than one hundred seventy five thousand dollars ($175,000.00) 
of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to 
authorize the municipal officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the 
rate of interest thereon; furthermore, to apply the trade-in allowance of $32,000 towards this 
purchase; or take any other action relating thereto. The Article PASSED Yes - 129, No - 9. 


Town Clerk Beth Grosjean administered the Oath of Office to the newly elected officials present 
at the meeting. 


ARTICLE 4: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to one million six hundred twenty-seven thousand seven hundred twenty-six dollars 
($1,627,726.00) which represents the operating budget, inclusive of the Water Department ; 
operations. The Article PASSED with a majority. 


ARTICLE 5: Voted by a ballot to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to extend from June 
30, 2007 to June 30, 2010, the time within which the Selectmen may exercise the authority granted 
to them by a warrant article adopted by Town Meeting for March 2004 relating, among other 
things, to raising and bonding up to $375,000 for the purchase of land or other property for open 
space purposes; or to take other action relating thereto. The Article PASSED Yes- 110, No — 33. 


ARTICLE 6: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to twenty-nine thousand one hundred sixty dollars ($29,160.00) for the purchase of 
a new Ford Expedition 4WD special service police vehicle; and to apply the trade-in allowance of 
$3,000.00 toward this purchase; or take any other action relating thereto. The Article PASSED 
with a majority. 


ARTICLE 7: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of repairs/replacement to 
town owned bridges and to appropriate fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) of excess state aid for 
bridge work that was received in 2006 and is being held in undesignated surplus to be placed in 
this fund; and, to appoint the Selectboard as agents to expend from this Bridge Capital Reserve 
Fund. (No amount to come from taxation) The Article PASSED with a majority. 
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ARTICLE 8: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500.00) to perform the necessary repairs 
to the Town Office Building Cupola; or take any other action relating thereto. The Article 
PASSED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 9: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to three thousand seven hundred fifty dollars ($3,7500.00) for the purpose of 
funding The Grapevine Family and Community Resource Center programs and services for the 
people of Antrim, Bennington, Francestown and Hancock. The Article PASSED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 10: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to eight thousand dollars ($8,000.00) for the purpose of modifying the interior of 
the Town Highway Barn to improve the office, break room and bathroom. Hunt Dowse amended 
the article to read, “To see if the Town of Hancock will vote to raise and appropriate up to twenty 
six thousand dollars ($26,000) for the purpose of modifying the interior of the Town Highway 
Barn to improve the office, break room and bathroom.” The AMENDED Article PASSED with 
a majority. 


ARTICLE 11: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to reclassify 
as a Class A trail pursuant to the provisions of RSA 231-A, and the Town of Hancock Class VI 
road and Class A Trail OHRV Policy, the Class VI portion of Whittmore Road at its intersection 
with Old Dublin Road to its terminus (approximately 1.1 miles). The Article PASSED with a 
majority. 


ARTICLE 12: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to reclassify 
as a Class A trail pursuant to the provisions of RSA 231-A, and the Town of Hancock Class VI 
road and Class A Trail OHRV Policy, the Class VI portion of Jaquith Road from the end of the 
privately maintained section to the Nelson town line (approximately 2 miles). The Article 
PASSED with a majority. 


ARTICLE 13: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to reclassify 
as a Class A trail, pursuant to the provisions of RSA 231-A, and the Town of Hancock Class VI 
Road and Class A Trail OHRV Policy, the Class VI portion of Bittersweet Lane to the Bennington 
town line (approximately .45 miles).The Article PASSED with a majority. 


ARTICLE 14: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to reclassify 
as a Class A trail, pursuant to the provisions of RSA 231-A, and the Town of Hancock Class VI 
Road and Class A Trial OHRV Policy, the Class VI portion of Jaquith Road from its intersection 
with Route 137 easterly to its intersection with Hayward Road (formerly King’s Highway), 
approximately .50 miles). A motion to table the article because one abutter had not been reached 
was voted on and PASSED. 


ARTICLE 15: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to reclassify 
as a Class A trail pursuant to the provisions of RSA 231-A, and the Town of Hancock Class VI 
Road and Class A Trail OHRV Policy, the Class VI portion of road (n/f the Nick Shea Road) from 
its intersection with Antrim Road westerly to its intersection with Brimstone Corner Road 
(approximately 1 mile). The Article PASSED with a majority. 
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ARTICLE 16: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to twenty eight thousand dollars ($28,000.00) for the purpose of surveying the 
bounds of the 1795 Hosley Grant that encompasses the Common area and the layout of what is 
now Main Street. Sum to come from fund balance and no amount to be raised from taxation. The 
Article PASSED with a majority. 


ARTICLE 17: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) to support the Open Spaces activities of 
the Conservation Commission. The Article PASSED with a majority. 


ARTICLE 18: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to two thousand one hundred thirty one dollars ($2,131.00) for the purpose of 
repairs and replacement of recreational facilities; and to authorize the withdrawal of this sum from 
the Hancock Recreation Revenue Fund. No amount to be raised from taxation. The Article 
PASSED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 19: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to one thousand nine hundred eighty eight dollars ($1,988.00) for the purpose of 
repairs and replacement of town highway equipment; and to authorize the withdrawal of this sum 
from the Hancock Highway Special Revenue fund. No amount to be raised from taxation. The 
Article PASSED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 20: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate seven thousand eight hundred thirty eight dollars ($7,838.00) for the purpose of 
repairs and replacement of police equipment; and to authorize the withdrawal of this sum from the 
Hancock Police Repair/Equipment Fund. No funds to be raised from taxation. The Article 
PASSED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 21: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to seven hundred fourteen dollars ($714.00) for the purpose of purchasing baseball 
equipment and doing maintenance and repairs to the ball fields; and to authorize the withdrawal of 
this sum from the Hancock Baseball Fund. No funds to be raised from taxation. The Article 
PASSED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 22: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to five thousand three hundred seventy dollars ($5,370.00) for the purpose of 
preservation and storage of the town’s archival records; and to authorize the withdrawal of this 
sum from the Hancock History Fund. No fund to be raised from taxation. The Article PASSED 
unanimously. 


ARTICLE 23: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would raise and 
appropriate up to eight hundred ninety three dollars ($893.00) for the purpose of repairs to the 
tennis court; and to authorize the withdrawal of this sum from the Hancock Tennis Court Fund. No 
funds to be raised from taxation. The Article PASSED unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 24: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would go on record in 
support of effective actions by the President and the Congress to address the issue of climate 
change which is increasingly harmful to the environment and economy of New Hampshire and to 
the future well being of the people of Hancock. These actions include the establishment of a 
national program requiring reductions of U.S. greenhouse gas emissions while protecting the U.S. 
economy; and, the creation of a major national research initiative to foster rapid development of 
sustainable energy technologies thereby stimulating new jobs and investment. In addition, the 
town of Hancock encourages New Hampshire citizens to work for emission reductions within their 
communities, and ask the Selectmen to consider the appointment of a voluntary energy committee 
to recommend local steps to save energy and reduce emissions. (By Petition) Motion to table the 
Article FAILED YES-22, NO- 76. The Article PASSED with a majority. 


ARTICLE 25: Voted by a show a count of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would adopt the 
following resolution. We believe in a New Hampshire that is just and fair. The property tax has 
become unjust and unfair. “The Pledge” perpetuates a burdensome property tax by preventing 
discussion of any alternatives. We urge our elected officials to reject “The Pledge”, have an open 
discussion covering all options, and to adopt a revenue system that relieves the local property tax 
burden. (By Petition) A motion to table the Article FAILED YES 49, NO 46. (2/3 majority 
required to table a motion). The Article PASSED with a majority Yes — 46, No — 41. 


ARTICLE 26: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to formally 
close out the Kepner Memorial Fund established at the 1999 Town Meeting which would legally 
terminate the Kepner Memorial Fund from which the remaining accrued balance was approved for 
expenditure at the 2000 Town Meeting. The Article PASSED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 27: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to formally 
close out the joint Town/Meetinghouse Trust Fund established at the 1993 Town Meeting which 
would legally terminate the Town/Meeting Trust Fund from which the remaining accrued balance 
was approved for expenditure at the 1996 Town Meeting. The Article PASSED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 28: Voted by a show of cards to see if the Town of Hancock would vote to authorize 
the Select board to accept the reports of auditors and committees as printed in the Town Report. 
The Article PASSED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 29: There being no other business, a motion to adjourn was made and seconded. The 
motion taken by a voice vote PASSED unanimously. The meeting adjourned at 3:20 p.m.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 


In 2007 the trust funds for the town grew in reasonable fashion reflecting the generally favorable 
market conditions for the majority of the year. The town trust funds are invested over a very long 
time horizon and, as a result, are invested conservatively with an approximate asset allocation of 
25% equities and 75% bonds and cash. This insures that two long standing goals will most likely 
be met over time: the portfolio will rise or fall only a small percentage of the overall market 
change in any given year and the money ought to be there in a stable way for a long time. 


The requests for distributions from the funds have been fairly consistent this year as in the past 
several years. The elementary school, library, cemeteries and fire department are the main 
beneficiaries of the trust funds year in and year out. 


The library requested their usual monthly withdrawal from the trust funds while the cemetery 
trust funds once again funded the annual maintenance cost of the cemeteries. Sales of cemetery 
lots provide some annual revenue for the cemetery trust funds. The summer concert series 
income was supplemented by funds that have accumulated in the concert expendable fund for 
that purpose. The Thomas and Eleanor Manning Scholarship is now at a current award level of 
$700 for a student pursuing a post-secondary educational career as defined by the bequest. 


The fire department used money from the Helen Brown Fund to supplement a federal grant that 
the department successfully applied for to replace all of the fire hose on all of the trucks. In 
addition, the Brown funds were used to purchase computer software now required for statewide 
reporting of all fire incidents. 


The Hancock elementary school was the recipient of several disbursements again this year. The 
annual New Hampshire Dance Institute program was funded by the school trusts. The trusts also 
funded a successful “author in residence” program in the spring. As has been the practice for a 
number of years, the trusts paid for the year-end school trip bus fee. In addition the trust funds 
purchased a laminating machine as well as a letter die equipment set for the school. Several 
Harris Center programs were also supported during the school year. 


Hancock residents have been generous in the past in making bequests to the town for the benefit 
of the town and its residents. Without the support of the trust funds either taxes would be higher 
or certain needs would go unanswered. If you wish to make a bequest, please contact one of the 

trustees, your attorney or advisor. 


The trustees would like to thank the other trustee boards, commissioners and town departments 
and staff for the cooperative way that all decisions regarding these funds are reached every year.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY DIRECTOR 


“IT have always imagined that Paradise will be some kind of library.” 
- Jorge Luis Borges 


The Hancock Town Library may not be Paradise yet, but the staff and volunteers definitely 
worked toward that goal in 2007. Much progress was made in our efforts to automate the library. 
Thanks to our dedicated team of volunteers, the bulk of our 18,741 materials are now bar coded. 


In 2007 we circulated 20,105 items; 6,941 in the children’s section, 13,164 in the adult section. 
We loaned 253 items to other libraries in the state and borrowed 734. Adding a third public 
computer made it more convenient than ever for patrons to take advantage of our high speed 
internet connection; the public computers were used 2,593 times in 2007. Laptop use wasn’t 
tracked, but anecdotally (if only from sightings of people sitting in their cars in the parking lot, 
tapping away on their laptops when we’re closed) we have seen increased use of our wireless 
network. We are the hotspot in Hancock! 


Thanks to a Gates Grant we applied for and received in February 2007, the Hancock Town 
Library is now able to offer free downloadable audio books to our patrons. 68 patrons took 
advantage of this service, checking out a total of 141 audio books. 


The number of library patrons has increased again this year as we issued 96 new adult cards (20 
of which were non-resident cards) and 17 new children’s cards. We now have 1,258 adult 
patrons and 170 children for a total of 1,428 patrons. It’s wonderful to see that level of library 
participation in a town of only 1,739 residents. 


Of our 57 periodicals (from American Artist to Zoobooks) the top three in circulation were: The 
Monadnock-Ledger Transcript, Cooking Light, and The New Yorker. 


The Daniels Room was jumping in 2007: 28 non-library groups used the library 103 times 
involving 1,078 people. There were 60 library-sponsored events which met 280 times involving 
a whopping 4,942 people. 


We welcomed Britton Kennedy as our new Children’s Librarian in March of 2007. She joined 
Roberta Nylander in the Children’s Room. Story and Craft Time as well as weekly visits from 
local preschools and the Hancock Elementary School kept Ms. Kennedy and Mrs. Nylander busy 
— they read to 1,908 pre-school and elementary school students over the course of the year. 


The building itself underwent expensive, but necessary, updates with a new, more efficient 
furnace and new, more efficient indoor lighting (thanks to Kurt Grassett for the NH Saves tip). 
We hate to see utilities eating up our book budget! 


The Friends of the Hancock Town Library, the fundraising arm of the library, continues to be a 
vibrant group of volunteers. Because of them we were able to donate Baby Book Bags filled with 
books to every newborn in town, fund programs for adults and children, buy more audio-visual 
materials, purchase much needed upgrades on computers, and offer movies every month to the 
community. They also helped fund the new furnace. They warm us in so many ways! 
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The library began a blog in 2007 so that patrons can find out the latest Library Happenings 
online (at http://hancocktownlibrary.blogspot.com/). 


Many thanks to the trustees, staff, volunteers and patrons whose efforts and ideas make the 
Hancock Town Library such a wonderful place.

REPORT OF THE HANCOCK LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


In 2010 the Hancock Town Library will celebrate 150 years of operation. How did it begin? How 
did it get to where it is now? What will it be like in 50 years? 


The middle of the 19" century was a good time for libraries. In 1860 the Town of Hancock 
appropriated $50 for the purchase of books, to which was added sums volunteered at an informal 
gathering of potential users. 


Various people donated a total of 62 books. The date of founding is approximately a generation 
later than that of the Peterborough Town Library, the country’s first publicly supported library. 
The Hancock Library begun in this fashion was not a building, but simply a collection 
conveniently shelved in the back of the Whitcomb store, which faced Main Street at the entrance 
of the present-day library driveway. People could pick up books along with their groceries and 
mail, since Whitcomb’s store also served as the town post office. In the library’s first year 318 
readers checked out 2,448 books. 


As the store library outgrew its space, a series of gifts led to the town’s purchase of the lot 
occupied by the front half of the present library. Two years later, in 1883, a brick building was 
constructed at a cost of $4,306, towards which Adolphus C. Whitcomb, son of the original store 
owner, gave $3,700. That original library still stands, but has been sandwiched between later 
additions. It may be identified in the reference area by high windows on east and west walls. 


This incarnation was felt quite sufficient until about the onset of the First World War, when the 
trustees of the library appealed unsuccessfully at town meeting for money to expand. A legacy of 
$12,500 from Helen Kimball in 1923 led to the handsome brick addition facing Main Street, 
completed in 1925 for a total of $14,500. As upkeep increased the town began to make regular 
provision for the library in the yearly budget. 


Supported by many gifts of time and energy, the Hancock Town Library sailed serenely on until 
in 1972, at the instigation of trustee Edward Wells, a Library Study Committee was formed to 
consider further expansion. By 1985, when the town was prepared to go ahead with this, the 
estimated cost of the addition was $400,000. A fortuitous legacy of $192,000 from the estate of 
George H. Brooks provided further impetus to proceed. As construction was about to begin, the 
land behind the library become available and purchase was authorized at a special town meeting 
in November of 1987. At this point, plans were redrawn to accommodate a meeting space and 
parking area beyond the present stack area. This was paid for in part with a 1986 legacy of 
$50,000 from the estate of Dolores Daniels, after whom the meeting room is named, and partly 
also thanks to a federal grant of $65,000 from the State Library. Many others contributed both 
great and small amounts. The final cost of the new addition was slightly under the estimated cost, 
if one leaves aside the cost of property acquisition. 


At this point in its history the library seems once again quite sufficient to the needs of the town, 
responding to the information delivery explosion and providing a much-used meeting space as 
well as traditional library services that would have been thought appropriate in the 1890’s and 
1980’s. It is hard to see exactly what lies ahead for the library. Increased costs for library upkeep 
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may be expected which, along with small capital improvements, may provide concerns for the 
library trustees. In the past large capital improvements have come at intervals of 23, 43, and 63 
years. Perhaps the library trustees of 2060 will establish their own Library Study Committee in 
anticipation of further building. In any case it seems likely that the level of support for, as well as 
use of, the library will continue to be high — both distinguishing marks of the Town of Hancock.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


2007 saw an exciting improvement in motor vehicle registrations. In August, 2007 the 
Town Clerk’s Office began to send Renewal By Mail letters. These letters, not only 
serve as a reminder that your motor vehicle registration is due, but also can be used to 
renew your registrations by mail. The response has been overwhelmingly positive, and 
Joan and I now process more mail-in registrations each month. This has resulted in faster 
service for those who need to come in to register new vehicles or transfer plates from 
previously registered vehicles. The new service also has helped to reduce crowds in our 
office at the beginning and end of each month. 


In 2007 the Town of Hancock received a grant of $10,000 from the New Hampshire Vital 
Records Improvement Fund. These funds were used to bring in an archivist to assess our 
record preservation situation, purchase archival storage materials and a climate 
monitoring device, and preserve recent Hancock vital records from 1976 to 2006. 


Thanks to the hard work of Howard Mansfield and Eric Aldrich of the newly formed 
Archives Committee, our records archives storage area has been dramatically improved. 
As aresult of Howard’s efforts, the Town of Hancock received a Moose Plate Grant of 
nearly $10,000 which was used to preserve several volumes of very old Town records 
that were badly in need of restoration. Howard and Eric measured for shelving and 
archival boxes for our record books, and packed and labeled these materials. We truly 
appreciate their many, many hours of time, their energy, and their continued efforts to 
improve and maintain our archival storage area.

The year 2007 proved to be the busiest and most challenging 12 months to date. Our 
Police Department has been involved with difficult criminal cases and a huge increase in 
motor vehicle activity. Traffic studies provided critical information which identified 
problem areas needing concentrated patrol. An example was Peterborough Road also 
known as Route 123 has an average count of over 5000 vehicles on any given week. 


Calls for service have increased by 30.2 % over 2006, which impacts the level of quality 
service we provide. I hope to improve patrol and criminal investigations by adding 
coverage to our weekly schedule. 


Attorney Tom Mullins has done an excellent job representing our interest in the Jaffrey 
Peterborough District Court providing professional prosecution and timely legal advice to 
officers involved in criminal investigation. 


In 2008 I will be applying for fundable grants through N.H. Highway Safety Agency. 
Areas of interest are DWI Over-Time Patrol, Selective Traffic Enforcement Over-Time 
Patrols, Child Safety Education and Safe Neighborhood Watch. 


In 2007 Sergeant Wattendorf was certified in computer forensics making him a valuable 
resource to our community and surrounding agencies. 


In closing, I thank our community for all the support we receive. Special thanks go to 
the Hancock Fire and Rescue, Highway Department, Selectman’s Office, and Town 
Clerk’s Office. I thank the members of our Police Department and congratulate them for 
a job well done.

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REPORT OF THE ARCHIVES COMMITTEE 


Many of Hancock’s oldest records are now on-line at Footnote.com. The original pages are 
reproduced and can be searched by names and key terms. They can also be annotated by any 
user, and stored in a file on the site. The pages work best with DSL or a faster connection. (Click 
on “Browse All Titles,” then in the first column, “News and Town Records,” which will bring up 
Hancock in the second column. Clicking on that will open a list of 19 documents). 


Hancock’s records are free. There was no cost to the town for posting the records. Hancock is 
only one of two towns in the state to open up its older public records on line. 


We are able to leap-frog into the digital era because we have good microfilm copies of the oldest 
records. In 1976 the Mormons, adding to their genealogical library, microfilmed the town record 
books from 1749-1898; marriages, births and deaths from 1780-1938; Norway Plain cemetery 
records from 1874-1899; and church records from 1788-1907. We are adding other records to 
Footnote.com this year. 


The old, “analog” archives are still there, on the second floor of the town offices, and they are in 
better shape than ever. This year we have improved the humidity and temperature control in the 
room (though we have a ways to go). We have also written the first “finding aid,” or directory, to 
the archives. To use the archives, sign in with Barb Caverly during business hours. She will see 
that you get the records you are looking for. 


The archives have benefited from a grant of just under $10,000 from the state’s Vital Records 
Improvement Fund, which got us a consultation with an archives expert, a climate data logger, 
archival boxes and supplies, and the preservation of some of Hancock’s vital records (births, 
deaths, and marriages). Town Clerk Beth Grosjean shepherded our application for these funds. 


The town’s archives are a tremendous resource, whether you’re researching your family tree, 
your old house, or your pet project.

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REPORT OF THE HANCOCK FIRE DEPARTMENT 


In some ways, 2007 was a typical year for the Hancock Fire Department - that is to say, nothing 
is ever typical for us. We dealt with a house fire on Bonds Corner Road in January, and a fully 
involved garage fire on the same road in December. In between, we were toned out for an 
assortment of car and motorcycle accidents, a few allergic reactions from bee stings, lots of trees 
burning on power lines, several chimney fires, even a couple of kids who were run over inside 
their tent. We carried an injured girl out of the woods at Sargent Camp, set up a landing zone for 
the DHART helicopter, pumped out four or five flooded cellars during the April rains, and used 
out boat to rescue a stranded Bennington couple. We had medical calls ranging from nosebleeds 
to heart attacks and amputations. Two autos hit deer on Route 202 and a school bus had an 
encounter with a moose on the same stretch of road. A good deal of our call hours were racked 
up to Mutual Aid calls to our surrounding towns. We sent apparatus to two large fires in Jaffrey, 
as well as fires in Greenfield, Antrim, Bennington, and Peterborough. Our firefighters also stood 
by to cover Peterborough when they had a serious propane leak in 2007. All in all, our personnel 
put in 1,686 call hours for the year, a bit over what we had budgeted for. 


Our firefighters spent 840 hours in training sessions at the station. In addition, several of our new 
members took the SCBA (air pack) training in Meadowood in Fitzwilliam, and we have two 
members almost done with the 120+ hours needed to become EMT’s. Josh Moreen and Spencer 
Thompson have taken EMT classes on their own, as both are currently in school to pursue a 
career in firefighting. 


In 2007, we welcomed three new members — Trish Harper, Susan Hallock, and David LeFebvre. 
Chris Marchuk was in our Explorer Program and became a full member the day he turned 
eighteen. We currently have 28 people on the department, up from previous years. As always, we 
are light on help on the weekdays and would always be glad to accept applications from any 
interested Hancock residents. 


Kurt Grassett retired from the department this past January. Kurt spent 25 years in fire service 
between Amherst and Hancock, and was one of our assistant chiefs for quite some time. We 
thank him for his service and wish him well. In our annual election of Officers, Tom Bates was 
picked to fill the vacant assistant chief slot. Tom was a Fire Chief for 12 years when he lived in 
Nebraska, and will be our go-to guy if we ever have a combine fire or grain silo explosion. Jon 
Grosjean has stepped down from his position as Captain, but will continue to repair all the 
electronic stuff that we break each year. We chose three Captains in the same election — Rob 
Nash, Mark Thompson and Ellen Moran. Ellen is the first female officer in our 100 year history. 


As part of our 100 Anniversary, we hosted an “Old Timers Breakfast” at the station in J uly. 
Many retired members came down to look at the new apparatus and equipment and reminisce 
about the old days. We also led the Old Home Day parade with our antique Mack fire engine 
carrying Bob Fish as the Grand Marshall, as he is the oldest living firefighter in town. Later in 
the day, we held our Chicken Barbeque on the Common; thanks to everyone that came down to 
eat with us. The Barbeque and our Raffle are our biggest fund raising activities, and allow us to 
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make essential purchases without dipping into the town coffers. We recently used some of those 
funds to buy a new Defibrillator to replace our older non compliant model. 


This summer, we took delivery of a new Pumper to replace our tired 1985 Ford. It was built by 
Smeal Fire Apparatus on an International chassis, and has proved to be a very versatile unit. We 
were awarded a federal grant this year for the purchase of over $40,000 worth of hose, nozzles, 
and fittings, so all four of our trucks are now loaded with high quality, dependable hose. 


In closing, we would like to thank all of our firefighters for their dedication and hard work, and 
the people of Hancock for their continued support.

Although Kurt Grassett has retired from the Fire Department, he has agreed to stay on as a 
Deputy Warden and will still be issuing permits.

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REPORT OF THE STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forest & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wild-land fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State 
law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us. for more information. Safe open 
burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271- 
2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was very busy during the spring of the 2007, particularly late April into early May. 
As the forests and fields greened up in later May, the fire danger decreased. However, a very dry, 
late summer created very high fire danger again from August into September, with fire danger 
reaching very high on Labor Day weekend. Even with the dry conditions, the acreage burned 
was less than half that of 2006. The largest forest fire during the 2007 season burned 
approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantasiquet Mountain in Chesterfield during the month of 
May. Our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small 
and saving several structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. 
Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wild-land urban interface, which is the area 
where homes and flammable wild-land fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 
season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wild-land fire from spreading to their homes. 
Precautions include keeping your roof and gutter clear of leaves and pine needles, and 
maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional 
information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The year started out with the “Winter Frolic” which kicked off on Friday night at Sargent Center. 
Activities included “broom ball”, music with Ivy LeVine & Chum Band, refreshments and board 
games. Although Saturday was a bitterly cold day many turned out for sledding. Later the hill 
was lit up for night sledding, skating and a bonfire. Chief Cassidy took care of the lighting and 
tending to the bonfire. 


The summer recreation program was well attended for the season and will expand in 2008. New 
activities will be added. Sign up sheets will be available at the town office in late May or early 
June. 


The Norway Pond summer swimming lesson program was a great success as it always is. Nancy 
Gladding does an exceptional job teaching our kids how to swim. Lessons are given in two 
sessions with each session lasting two weeks. 


A sub-committee of the recreation committee has been formed and will be proposing “much 
needed” improvements and repairs to the beach and parking areas. 


A new sign was installed at the pond entrance posting rules and regulations for the area. 
Unfortunately it was vandalized within hours of its installation. There was also vandalism to the 
docks on a few occasions. Pieces of the decking were “set afloat” and later found on the 
shoreline. One piece was removed and never recovered and will need to be replaced before this 
season. 


At Moose Brook Park, an old trail that ran between the pond and the soccer field was cleared of 
brush and opened up. Great Brook School used this trail and open field areas to create a home 
venue for their cross country team. Great Brook had not been able to host any cross country 
meets in the past as they did not have space available. Great Brook also used the field for many 
of their home soccer games. This has brought many enjoyable and exciting hours for spectators 
watching these events. 


Our local “Granite State Soccer” boys travel team, hosted games on our “pitch”, as well as use 
by Conval teams on a couple of sessions. 


The field underwent a “deep tine aeration” treatment at the end of the season as well as over- 
seeding and fertilization. This should put the field in great shape for another great spring baseball 
season.

Hancock Recreation Committee 
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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


For the third year in a row, Mother Nature gave us another 100 year flood, this time in April. 
Although the floods of 2005 had a higher dollar value for damage, the floods of 2007 were more 
widespread. Almost every gravel road sustained some damage, and many of our paved roads had 
severe washouts along the edge of the roads. At the height of the storm over 2 of our roads were 
impassable due to washouts or flooding. Fortunately we did not lose any major bridges or 
structures. The damage was so widespread there was no way that we would be able to handle the 
repairs without some help. The Town of Hancock has been a member of NH Public Works 
Mutual Aid since its inception after the ice storm of 1998. I was able to request aid through the 
mutual aid system from other NH communities that had not been affected by the flooding rains. 
Hancock was assisted by 3 trucks from the Town of Swanzey for one day and 3 trucks from the 
Town of Walpole for 2 days. The help from these 2 communities was greatly appreciated and 
helped us get all roads open in less than a week. 


Once again this particular storm was declared a Federal Disaster; this allowed us to submit 
claims to FEMA for disaster relief funding. Although FEMA is getting more stringent on their 
disaster reimbursements, we were still able to receive $64,971.00 in disaster aid. Even though we 
have received monetary aid through the last three years of record storm events, the extra work 
has the highway department a little bit behind on some of its maintenance issues. Brush cutting 
and shoulder work have probably suffered the most. Although we had plans to catch up on some 
of the brush cutting in December, Mother Nature changed our minds and gave us record 
snowfalls instead. Barring any more 100 year storm events in 2008, we are hoping to make a 
dent in some of this work that we are currently behind in. 


The first part of the winter in the month of January turned out to be pretty uneventful; with only 
two winter weather events and plenty of warm weather, it was hard to think we would have any 
winter at all. February gave us three weather events, and March had 4. Then came April. What 
was supposed to be April Showers turned into April floods. After the April 15" storm we spent 
the rest of the month putting our roads back together. 


The months of May, June and July were spent on our routine maintenance items. We graded all 
our gravel roads, swept all our paved roads, and in July we concentrated on our summer 
maintenance projects that included overlaying a section of Longview Road and Antrim Road. 
Also in July and August we tried a few preventive measure repairs for sections of Norway Hill 
and Middle Road. These sections were in locations that we kept losing during heavy rain events. 
The repairs consisted of an erosion stone rip-rap, shoulder work with stabilization and changing 
the grates on some catch basins to high velocity grates. 


Also in August and September we screened our winter sand supply and moved it to the Highway 
Department, we mowed the roadsides on all 50 miles of road, and we added surface gravel to 
Lee Farm Road, Kings Highway, Depot Road, Orchard Road, Fairfield Road, and Weston Road. 
Every spring we used to have a mud hole develop on Longview Road, just east of Shady Lane. 
This year we were able to place a stabilization fabric, about 12 inches of bank run gravel and 
topped it with a new layer of crush gravel. Hopefully this will prevent the deep mud that we have 
been experiencing in this spot over the past few years. 
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All too soon we were back into the months of October and November. We graded all our gravel 
roads for the winter, and we put our plow frames back on and got the sanders ready to go. We 
didn’t have to wait too long for the snow to fly. Our first winter storm came on November 20, 
and winter came in with a vengeance. By the time the end of the year rolled around, we had 
handled an additional 12 winter storms, 10 of them coming in the month of December. With all 
the talk about Global Warming, it was hard to find any evidence during December as we broke a 
record snowfall for the month, a record that was set back in the 1800’s. 


Some other notable events occurred at the Highway Department during 2007. In July we took 
delivery of the new grader that was approved at the 2007 annual town meeting. Wow, what 
changes they have made in 20 years. The new grader is extremely comfortable and efficient. In 
April of 2007, I moved into a new office at the Highway Department and we are currently 
renovating the break room and old office into a small kitchen area and improved break room for 
those long days in the winter time. Both of these items would not have been possible if it were 
not for your support at Town Meeting. All the employees at the Highway Department 
appreciated the town’s willingness to support our facilities and equipment so that we may better 
serve you. 


In May of 2007 we were notified that we had received a Hazard Mitigation Grant from the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). The Town of Hancock will receive 
$112,766.00 towards a new closed drainage system and rebuilding of about 1300 feet of Norway 
Hill Road. The work area will begin at Main Street and extend up to just above Wilder Road. 
Due to a delay in Governor and Council approval, we were not able to begin this project in 2007. 
We are scheduled to begin this project in late May or early June of 2008. This project should 
alleviate the water issue and ice problems along this section of road for many years to come. 


I believe I closed my 2006 annual report with the hope to return to more normal weather 
patterns. That hope is still forefront of my thoughts. The Highway Department would like to 
thank the Town Office staff, Police and Fire Departments for their help and assistance 
throughout the year. I would like to thank the Select Board for their guidance and support and 
especially the townspeople for the continued support throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE RECYLING COMMITTEE 


2007 was another year of increased recycling in Hancock. The patrons using the facility 
increased Hancock’s recycling rate to 44%, a great job! For the first time in several years we saw 
a decrease in tonnage that entered the trash compactor. 2007 compactor weights were 360 tons, a 
decrease of about 20 tons. That resulted in savings of over $2,000.00. For years we have known 
that the best way to control the budget at the Recycling Center was to reduce the amount of trash 
that is deposited in the compactor. It was pleasing to see the recycling rate increase and the trash 
rate decrease. Let’s try to keep that trend up! With higher energy costs, recycled commodities are 
seeing an increase in value. The 284 tons of recycled material brought revenue of $23,029, which 
amounts to over 29% of the transfer station operating budget. 


2007 brought a new state law that prohibits televisions, computer monitors and other cathode ray 
tubes (CRTS) from entering the waste stream. We began 2007 by contracting with CRT 
Recyclers, Inc. to handle our electronics. We are happy to report that this has gone smoothly in 
the first year. 


Again in 2007, we contracted with the City of Keene for our household hazardous waste 
collections. This year we were able to offer 24 collections throughout the year and will be 
continuing this service in 2008. Collections will start up again in March and we will have flyers 
available at the Recycling Center. We are still hearing positive responses from the residents that 
have used this service. If you have a collection of hazardous material such as cleaners, paints, old 
gasoline, pesticides, herbicides, etc., this is the place to get rid of it. 


At the end of 2007 we circulated a survey to our patrons asking for your input on 4 topics: Hours 
of Operation, Pay-per-Bag, Demolition and Bulky Waste, and Recycling Ordinance 
Enforcement. Clearly the residents do not want a pay-per-bag system. Overwhelmingly, the 
respondents would much rather place the cost of trash disposal on the tax rate as opposed to a 
user fee. They also felt that more enforcement of the recycling ordinance would help reduce the 
cost of hauling our trash away, and generate more income from recycling at the same time. If we 
institute a demolition program, the residents would prefer to pay for this service by a user fee, as 
opposed to the tax rate. In past attempts to provide demolition services, we were not able to fully 
cover the cost of demolition disposal by the user fee, but we did come close. We will be looking 
at the fee structure if this service is needed in 2008. As far as the hours of operation went, 
Statistically it was a tie for those that wanted to close on Sunday, or those that wanted some form 
of Sunday hours. We are currently looking at our options to help us alleviate some of the 
recruitment issues we are experiencing and balancing those with the needs of our users. 


New in 2008 is a ban on any mercury containing devices from entering the waste steam. 
Household items such as older thermometers, thermostats and mercury switches should be given 
to one of the attendants for proper disposal or saved for a Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection. We now recycle fluorescent tubes (which contain mercury), but for now, Compact 
Fluorescent Lights should be saved for Household Hazardous Waste Collection. 
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Many thanks go to all the people who make this facility operate in a professional manner, and in 
a clean environment: The attendants, Cathy, Garrett, and Wayne are always helpful and 
courteous. The volunteers at the Swap Shop continue to keep the area neat, clean and full of 
useful items. And the Recycling Committee members, who fill in when employees take time off, 
attend meetings and research new methods of recycling. Of course the facility would not run as 
efficiently without the continued recycling efforts by the patrons of our facility, as well as your 
support throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE HANCOCK PLANING BOARD 


During 2007, the Planning Board considered and approved 2 minor subdivision applications, one 
application for a boundary line adjustment and one application for a conditional use permit. We 
also spent substantial time dealing with an application for a major subdivision in the residential 
district on Forest Road; during our proceedings, the applicant twice filed and then withdrew 
applications. A third application for this site was then dismissed without prejudice in July 
because the applicant failed to submit materials requested by the Board. We did not receive any 
other applications for major subdivisions or for site plan review of any commercial buildings. 


We also met with owners and others on numerous occasions to give preliminary consideration 
and advice. 


Our major work during the year was the comprehensive revision of the town Subdivision 
Regulations. The Board considered various provisions of these proposals at numerous meetings 
during the year. It expects to conduct formal public hearings early in 2008. 


In late 2007, we also proposed minor amendments to the Zoning Ordinance which, following a 
hearing, will appear on the ballot at Town Meeting and, following a hearing, adopted a minor 
change to the Driveway Regulations.

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REPORT OF THE HANCOCK WATER WORKS 


The wet spring and early summer kept our water usage at low levels until August and only 
a few minor repairs to the system were required. 


The 2 months of dry weather were handled with ease by our source, Juggernaut Pond. 
Over the entire year we processed 18,670,800 gallons of potable drinking water. 


This past year we made some necessary changes at the chlorinator building. After 20 years 
of dedicated service we upgraded the chlorine analyzer and the turbidity meter. Both 
instruments are vital to the proper treatment of the drinking water. We also upgraded one 
of the chart recorders as it would no longer store the information we need when we 
experienced a power outage. We applied for and received some grant money from NH 
DES that enabled us to replace our failing backup generator. The new generator sits 
outside the building and transfers automatically when the line power is interrupted. 


The commissioners performed all the NH DES required testing throughout the year. All 
tests were well below the state minimum for water quality. The water commissioners 
began preparing for the next federally required treatment procedures. We have until 2015 
to install a secondary disinfection treatment to insure 3 log removal of certain 
microorganisms. This year we began discussions with Underwood Engineers to assist us 
with the development of an ultraviolet light disinfection treatment that will insure that we 
meet this new requirement. 


We also contracted with Underwood Engineers to perform a computer model of our water 
system. This computer model helps us evaluate our system for long range planning. We 
now have a baseline evaluation of our system that will guide us through preventive 
maintenance and long range improvements. It can also be used as a tool to evaluate any 
development pressure that may come along in the years to come. 


We now get to boast that our water system is over 100 years old. This century old system 
is still performing well. Our continued excellent test results are a combination of protected 
source water and improvements to the treatment equipment at the chlorinator building.

Thank you to 
the individuals, the Hancock Woman’s Guild, the Hancock Woman’s Club, and other donors 
who have given so generously to the Hancock Helping Hands Fund during the year. I would also 
like to thank the Bennington Catholic Church for all of their work in providing Easter and 
Thanksgiving Baskets to less fortunate Hancock residents. Their generosity helped to make 
holidays happier for some of our less fortunate Hancock families. Our community continues to 
be a place of caring.

This effort would be in keeping with the state 
encouragement to prepare for fire, flood, bird-flu or any other emergency that might come upon 
us. The committee decided to take a look at this sometime early in spring of 2008 after reviewing 
the town street listing.

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REPORT OF THE HANCOCK CONSERVATION COMISSION 


Celebrating its 40" year, the Hancock Conservation Commission is a volunteer group appointed 
by the Select Board and responsible for coordinating conservation-related activities in Hancock. 
The Conservation Commission maintains and monitors a Natural Resources Inventory of open 
spaces, natural, aesthetic and ecologically sensitive areas in Hancock with the objective of 
acquiring research information necessary to protect and preserve these important natural 
resources. 


Among the conservation-related activities, the Commission reviewed timber management 
practices on town properties, i.e. the Juggernaut parcel, Green parcel, etc. Stephen Froling 
attended the NH Conservation Commission Annual Meeting in November. The 193 acre 
Prospect Hill/Moose Brook Watershed parcel of land was preserved with the help of many 
individuals. It was highly rated in Hancock’s 2003 Natural Resource Inventory and the State’s 
Wildlife Action Plan. It protects 3,300 feet on both sides of Moose Brook to help ensure high 
water quality in Norway Pond and beyond and it also connects to other conservation land; 
including a 294 acre NH Fish & Game Preserve and the 120 acre Kulish forest. The town was 
granted an easement from the Society for the Protection of NH Forests on the Welch Farm, 
located off Rt. 123. 


The Commission had the opportunity to work with others on projects including another 
successful roadside cleanup that was held on April 29" with approximately 40 residents helping 
to remove litter from the town’s highways and byways. Thanks to Francelia Clark (retiring) and 
Robin Mose for helping coordinate the event and to Jane and Phil Jones for volunteering the new 
leadership of the project. Another new project was the partnership with the Village Planning 
Committee and the Highway Department in regards to the project to improve Non Point Source 
Pollution drainage in the center of town. Conval students continued to place trail signage on the 
Red Dot trial located on the town-owned Walcott Preserve. A big thanks to Werner Kanner for 
donating his time and considerable wood working skills to construct the trail signs. A donation of 
$250 was given to the N.H. Nongame and Endangered Wildlife Program, which studies and 
manages New Hampshire’s rare and endangered wildlife. A trails map brochure of “Eight Great 
Hikes in Hancock, NH” was compiled and designed by Lee Baker and Margaret Carlson, with 
assistance from Stephen Froling, E.J. Mitchell and photography by artist Cathleen Calmer. 


Among regular annual business, the Conservation Commission, in conjunction with the Hancock 
Select Board, reviewed permits for new housing starts, home renovations/additions, logging 
permits, and wetland permits. All eleven conservation easement properties throughout the town 
were monitored. 


In 2007, the townspeople of Hancock approved two warrant articles submitted by the 
Conservation Commission: 


> $3,000 for the Open Space Committee activities, including the “Hancock Open Space and 
Nature Series” as well as natural resource data gathering for the Commission. 
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> Extension of the Standby Bonding Authority 


A series of public lectures were presented during the year on a variety of conservation-related 
topics including, “Variety, Needs and Importance of Pollinating Insects”, “How Norway Pond 
was Formed: Geologic History”, “The Natural History of the Woodcock and Turkey”, “Update 
on the Main Street Drainage Project”, and “New Hampshire Non-Game Species Program”. The 
Volunteer Lake Assessment Program (VLAP) was continued, conducting periodic testing on 
Norway Pond to monitor the health of the water. We thank Dick and Josephine Warner for 
gathering the water samples. 


The Conservation Commission would like to acknowledge and thank Bill Elliott, co-chair, who 
will be retiring from the Commission after several years of outstanding leadership which 
included the management of numerous and significant projects benefiting Hancock. 


Hancock residents are encouraged to contact the Conservation Commission if you have any 
questions or concerns about the natural resources in town. The Commission meets on the second 
Tuesday of each month at 7PM in the Daniels Room of the Town Library. The public is invited.

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REPORT OF THE HANCOCK CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


The Hancock Cemeteries were again able to function within a budget which did not require 
asking for taxpayer support. This was achieved by the careful planning and execution by our 
Sexton, Kurt Grassett, and judicious utilization of the two Cemetery Trust Funds. 


There is always quite a bit of maintenance required to keep the properties belonging to families, 
past, present, and future. Monuments fall over, trees topple, and grass grows. Spring and Fall 
require thorough cleanings. Summer is almost a perpetual mowing project. (It is not just an 
afternoon’s work). The amount of rainfall or lack of such makes a marked difference. This year 
we were able to have the recently acquired section at Hillside Cemetery (on Bennington Road) 
clear cut, rough graded, and seeded to begin a long term project of creating an attractive addition 
to Hillside Cemetery. As usual the care attended to by the Sexton enabled us to do this with no 
cost to the Town or Cemeteries. New Hampshire requires that towns’ provide interment space 
for their citizens and that they be “fenced”. The existing fencing is stone wall. We plan to do the 
same for the new section. That will take time and money. 


The Trustees meet as required to make executive decisions on subjectives such as the above and 
to review and update the Cemetery Rules and Regulations. A project started in 2006 and finished 
in 2007 was to catalogue every site in every cemetery. Some of the records were a little sketchy, 
but we now have all records verified, computerized and on different copies of CDs. Fifty or one 
hundred years from now, someone is going to appreciate it.

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REPORT OF THE HANCOCK COMMUNITY HOUSING AUTHORITY 


It has been a year of change and growth for the HCHA. After years of working for affordable 
housing, including his work on the Planning Board, the affordable housing committee, and his 
three years as HCHA Chair, John Jordan retired from the board. Dick Amidon resigned as well. 
We thank both John and Dick for the time and energy they have contributed over the years to the 
HCHA. 


Mary Lou O’Neil was appointed chair of HCHA by the Select Board. Jeff Brown, Jim Curran, 
and Ron Mack joined her and Lilla Lyon to make the five commissioners, a number set by state 
regulations. Jan Caskey, Eleanor Falcon and Mary Seebart regularly attended our meetings in an 
advisory capacity throughout the year, took part in site visits and contributed greatly to our work. 
Carolyn Boland replaced Margaret Carlson as the representative of the Select Board, 
contributing her expertise as an employee of New Hampshire Housing. 


The influx of new members in 2007 and the slow response to fundraising in 2006 led us to 
reconsider the plan to convert the old fire station to two units of elderly housing. We continue to 
believe there is a need for affordable housing for the elderly in Hancock, and we are firmly 
committed to making it a reality. But as we were a long way from having the funds needed for 
that project, we decided to put it on hold while we explored other options. 


We began by asking, “What are the housing formats and funding sources other towns like 
Hancock have used?” We spent the second half of the year visiting a variety of elderly housing 
facilities in and around our area. We’ve talked to local residents as well as non-profit groups and 
private and public elderly housing developers. At our January 2008 meeting, Bill Ray, Director 
of Planning and Policy at New Hampshire Housing, gave a talk on Housing for the Elderly in 
NH, to which we invited all members of the Select Board, Planning Board, and Zoning Board, as 
well as the general public. 


In 2008 we expect to define the options for elderly housing in Hancock and present to the town a 
plan which may or may not include the old fire station. Our goal is to ensure that whatever we 
propose reflects a broad consensus of what is best and feasible for Hancock. 


Our monthly meetings are held at 7PM on the third Thursday of the month at the Town Offices. 
They are posted in Hancock Happenings and are open to the public.

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REPORT OF THE VILLAGE PLANNING COMMITTEE 


We had some very good news this year. The Village Planning Committee, in cooperation with 
the Hancock Conservation Commission and the NH Department of Transportation, won a 
$94,500 Watershed Assistance and Mitigation Grant from the Department of Environmental 
Services to improve Main Street drainage. That’s a mouthful, but the result will be the end of the 
huge puddles on Main St., and more importantly, will stop Main Street’s polluting run-off from 
entering Norway Pond and Davis Brook. 


The new drainage system will eliminate the underground drainpipes that can no longer handle 
storm water from the roadway. Instead, the innovative new system will use infiltration basins to 
capture storm water. The town Highway Department will direct this project. 


Great thanks go to Kurt Grassett, Bill Elliott, and Tom Pisaturo, who worked together to prepare 
and submit the grant. This grant, and the associated work to fix the drainage, comes as a result of 
nearly five years of effort by the Village Planning Committee. The foundation for this work is 
the conceptual plan developed by the Village Planning Committee with Holden Engineering to 
address the seven major areas of concern that were identified in the original Hancock-Vision-to- 
Action Forum in 2002. The drainage project is a good example of how the Village Planning 
Committee has proceeded, respecting the historic district and looking for solutions that will have 
minimal impact. 


Also this year, surveyor Robert B. Todd completed the ground survey to formally document the 
boundaries between town property and private residences in the historic district. This is the first 
extensive ground survey of Hancock’s village since the middle of the 19" century. 


Todd says that this survey presented one of his greatest challenges in his 35-year career. The 
chief challenge was defining the 1792 Hosley Grant, and the right of way that leads to the Hosley 
Grant. This has now been mapped as an extensive town-maintained right-of-way that borders the 
more standard three-rod-wide state right-of-way for Main St. He emphasizes that the Hosley 
Grant right of way along Main St. was a “dedication” by Hosley and exists today as an easement. 


The survey includes a tree census, which rates the conditions of the trees. Of the more than 80 
trees rated, only 5 rated a score that indicates a tree in poor condition. 


Todd has turned in a thick loose-leaf binder of back-up materials, a folder of field sketches, an 
electronic field book, a digital copy of the survey, a field notebook and a surveyor’s report, 
noting methods and particular issues that the town should address. 


The ground survey and completion of the drainage project will set the stage for other projects the 
Village Planning Committee is working on, including improving street edges to prevent erosion, 
adding lighting along Main Street, and improving walkways and crosswalks. Other projects that 
the Village Planning Committee has already begun include preserving the trees along Main 
Street, with removal and re-planting as needed, adding a crosswalk across from the Meeting 
House, testing walkway materials in front of the library, and adding a new parking configuration 
to conform with state recommendations in front of Fiddleheads, the Market, and the Manning 
house. 
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The Village Planning Committee’s work, while carried out over a long time, is in keeping with 
the many years of work other towns have put into their own Main Street projects. We are 
fortunate to have such a quintessential New England village to call our home. It is a historic 
place, worthy of our continued care and attention. There are no off-the rack solutions that fit 
Main St. We’ve taken the time to find the right-sized fit for Hancock. 


A few basic rules guide the committee’s considerations of any change in the historic district: 
> Keep it simple. 
> Preserve the historic working landscape. 
> Each change should blend in.
